Copy of Order Concerning Busi- 


ness Correspondence in Hands of 
Senator Hitchcock—One Faction 
Will Urge Retaliation—Threaten 
to Break. 


Washington, Jan., 21—That the 


British government has issued in- 
struction to its censors to open and 
examine all American business cor 
respondencc relating to traffic in 
every important commodity, with 
both neutral and Teutonic coun- 
tries, is revealed in an alleged 
copy of secret orders to British 
censors, now in the possession of 
Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska. 


The document 
specifically di- 


rects censors to inspect American 
mail for the purpose oi obtaining 
information concerning the trade 
in United States products in the 
Dutch, Danish, Norwegian and 
Swedish markets, the senator said 
today. 


Purpose Of Order 


The purpose of snch action, as 


interpreted by Senator Hitchcock, 
is threefold: 


First—To interfcr as fur as pos- 


sible by delaying transmission of 
business 
communications 
with 


American trade in neutral coun- 
tries. 


Second—To furnish to British 


manufacturers and exporters in- 
formation useful to them in com-

The dish wiping cloth, even the 


barred variety, which is sometimes 
dignified by the name of "tea tow- 
(-}." is in bad repufo. 
Ever eince 


man began to look through the nti- 
cro^eope and think in terms of the 
tnicroecope its fate has been scaled. 


Only when freshly washed and 


boiled and used in clean hands to 
wipe the rims of already scalded and 
drained dishes should a wiping cloth 
!w admitted into the modern kitch- 
en. I'sed in dirty hands tiil grim}', 
carried on the arm of a waiter and 
used to polish a plate or wipe up a 
table, it belongs to the dark ages, 
hygienic-ally speaking. 


In all dishwashing' the household 


should more and more approach the 
practice of the laboratory where 
glassware and porcelain arc washed, 
ringed in boiling water and placed 
to drain. 
]S"o cloth, no matter how 


well known i's antecedent.*, should 
be allowed to tone it them, f'»r they 
nre now absolutely clean and inu*l 
remain clean. 


In cleaning toilet article the 


bathtub and the wash ba«>in it «liou]<] 
Iw remembered that ordinary clean- 
ing ololhs In-long, like the »T«b- 
bing brush, to the earlv coarser 
procc«J*.
